A Glance Over the Literary Field—Some June 
Magazines—Briefs About Books—News and 
Notes. 

The June magazines have been ont some 
time; so long, indeed, that they have grown 
mellow, The Atlantic opens with a long and 
dull, but an original story, ‘‘A Cracial Experi- 
ment,” by J.P. Quincy. This, with the serials, 
“Paul Patoff” and “The Second Soa,” com- 
prise the fiction of the number. Dr. Holmes’s 
“Oor Hundred Daysin Earope” reaches the 
fourth installment, and it seems to us to be 
dull writing for so bright a man. Perhaps the 
theory of the social compact, about which an- 
other contributor writes, has something to 
do with the matter. Dr. Holmes probably 
feels himself now, as on a former occasion, un- 
der obligations not to be as witty as he can. 
We are willing to believe anything rather 
then that the charming poet and humorist is 
in the sere and yellow leaf. Professor John 
Fiske hasan admirable article on the “Com- 
pleted Work of the Federal Convention,” 
Among the critical articles there is an appre- 
ciative review of Mr. Lafeadio Hoearn’s

Among the well known Bostonians concerned in 
“A Week Away trom Time,”’ lately published, are 
Mrs. Mary Lodge, who wrote the prologue and 
the thread of narrative on which the stories are 
strung; §Mrs. Ellerton Pratt and Mrs, Whitman. 
Neither Miss Jewett nor Mr. Stimson, both of 
whom have been spoken of in connection with this 
book, had any hand in writing it; indeed, with one 
possible exception, itis wholly an amateur! work 

A couple of obscure but industrious Frenchmen 
have just published In Paris, through Calmaun- 
Levy, “a hand-book,’’ or repertory of Balzac’s

There are 
plenty of other people, of Jimited and unlimited 
means, who are in constant communication with 
Whitman, and Philadelphiaand New York jour- 
nalisis, who see that his wants are fully supplied. 
A tich Philadelphian told me today that he had 
given him himself, off and on, a thousand dollars, 
Burroughs sends him meney pretty much every 
year; and all this talk. ofthe necessity of raising 
money by subscription abroad, with the idea that 
he won’t be taken care of at home, is ridiculous.’’ 

The discussion with regard to publishers’ profits 
and authors’ royalties calls forth the following sta- 
tistical statement from the American Bookseller: 
Now, if we wish to make a handsome 1l2movo Inme 
say of 400 pages, well printed, well bound, and on 
good paper, and to sell, ‘‘retail price,’’ at $1 50, 
what figures do we have? First, thereis here the 
cost of the plates, say $350. If 5,000copies of the 
book are sold; the cost ofthe plates foreach vol- 
ume is7 cents. The cost of manufacturicay, paper, 
binding, etc., will beabout 40 cents. To this cost 
of manufacturing there ought to be added a com- 
wission$for the publisher’s exp?zrience, his plant, 
advertising, etc., of 20 per cent on the selling 
price; then comes the author's royalty, 10 par cent 
on the “retail price.’’ The retail price being $1.50, 
the price t> the trade is 90 cents, a discount of 40 
per cent being allowed at the very least. We have 
then these figures per copy on an edition of 5,000: 
Plates, 7 cents; manufacturing, etc , 40 cents; com- 
mission, 20 per cent onthe trade price at 90c., 18 
cents; authors royalty, 15 cents; total, 
80 cents—leaving the publisher 10 cents profit. If, 
however, the book selis only to the extent of 1,000 
copies, the costof the plates is 35 cents per copy 
instead of 7, and the resulcisa&loss of 18 cents a 
copy tothe pubiisber, who has no‘hing to show 
but & pile of metal good only for the foundry. This 
estimaie is for a firat-class, well made book, not 
fiction. If we take a $1.50 novel we may put 
down: FPiatcs, 7 cents; paper. 3 cents; press work, 
6 cents; binding, 15 cents; advertising, 15 cents: 
royalty, 15 cents; tota!, 61 cents; but the trade gen- 
erally obtain on fiction at least 40 per cent., and 10 
per cent.—that is, they pay for the book 81 cents. 
The publisher in this case gets 20 cents profitif his 
sales reach 5,000 copies, or makesa loss of 2 cents 
a copy if only 1,000 copies are sold. The difference 
in the publisher’s profits between this and the pre- 
ceding case arises from the greater risk in the lat- 
ter. We do not think that we are very wide of the 
mark if we say that for one $1.50 novel that passes 
5,000 copies, ten fail to reach 1,000.

GEOGRAPHIC AL INFORMATION ON 
AFRICA’S RIVERS.

| Travels of Micsiovaries— Bishop Taylors Fieturn to 


the Oorst—a Tramp of Two Huaadred and 
Pitty Biles—the New Line of Stations 
On the Casigo- Other Facts, Eic.

St. Paut pE LoanpA, ANGona, Africs 
March 12—When the missionaries to whom 
Bishop Taylor had intrusted the management 
of the Mulange station reached him at that 
town they brought letters and papers convey: 
ing informrtioh that caused a radical change in 
the bishop’s programme. This information 
wasofa geographical nature. The bishop's 
original design was toreach the tribes 0! Can- 
tral Africa by a trip overland, planting stations 
about fifty miles apart along the line of march. 


Thetwo or three explorers who had crossed 


continent had reported that the territory 
known as Lunda, six to fifteen degrees south 
of the cquator, contained @ dense population 
that had never seen a missionary or heard the 
name of Christ. Many large rivers rise in this 
territory and flow to the north, and it was not 
until the explorations of Stanley that it waz 
even eurwised that they debouched into to 
Conge. At the time the bishop began his 
great enterprise the latest maps showed those 
rivers flowicg into the Congo fro»mcne thon- 
rand to fifteen hundr.d miles from th» mouth. 
But every su:cxding six months makes ths 
latest Copgo segion out of date. The most im- 
portent r vers of the Lunda and Baiuba terr'- 
tories were the Kassai. Away in the middlo 
of Lunda and Binba territories were 
the kKaseai, tho Sankora and the 
Lulua. It was to the Kassai that Bishop Tay- 
lor was aiming as his first great objective point. 
The information brought to himat Malange 
was to the effect thatan explorer who set out 
in a boat upon the upper Kassai, away in the 
middle of Africa, had floated down stream to 
its mouth; that he had found that the Kassai, 
instead of continuing to the north according to 
the clever hypotheses of geographors, tarned 
sharply to the west abut five degrees sonth of 
the equator, and flowed into the Congo at a 
point about three degrees south and about one 
thousand miles nearer the osean than had bean 
supposed. Farther, that the Sankura and [Lu- 
lua rivers instead of emptying into the Cougo 
directly, flowed into the Kassai near the bor- 
der of the Congo Free State and Lunda, Tae 
report alsedeclared that the Kasai and its 
two important tributaries, were navigable for 
great distances. This gave the bishop the idea 
that he could reach the Central African region 
more quickly and effectively by way of the 
rivers than by the toilsome and slow journey 
overland. Stillit did not seem right to aban- 
don the stations already planted, and accord- 
ingly with characteristic energy ho decided to 
continue the station planting project on the 
line already instituted and to work his way 
down the rivers also. Dr. Sammera wa; there- 
fore instructed to proceed from Malange far- 
ther into the interior, across the Angola 
boundary into Lunda and select new placas 
for stations until he should reach the upper 
Kassai river. Meantime the bishop would re- 
turn tothe coast and see what could be done 
about getting up the Congo and thon up the 
Kassai to connect with the stations that the 
doctor should have selecte?, 

The bishop’s return to the coast was entirely 
on foot, and when he reached this town he had 
lest forty pounds, but he was in fairly good 
trim. Ali the way to Dondo he found the 
natives eager to sce him and help him along. 
The stations he had planted were in good con- 
dition. At Dcendo he feund that no boat would 
go down the Coanza for several weeks, and he 
ac»xordingly tramped the two hundred and 
more miles tothe coast, Here he met Lion- 
tenant Wissman and other famous explorers, 
and Jearned more about the Congo and its 
tributaries. Tnoen he went to London. Waile 
recuperating in Europe he obtained materials 
for building a boat out of native timbar, to be 
used on the Congo or Kassai and brought with 
him on his return, He first visited his 
churches in Liberia, and then came along 
the coast to Mayumbia, where he 
proposed to wait for a new consignment of 
missionaries from America. Learniog that he 
had upwards of two months to wait he went 
up to Mamba about thirty miles inland where 
a French Methodist named Beno't was iiviog. 
Benoit was just recovering from a fever waooen 
the biehop arrived, but he willing set to work 
with bis inspirivg superior to prepare an in- 
dustrial farm and school for the basis of a 
eelf-supporting mission. Mamba isin French 
territory and ajll the schools are French. 
Many natives understand that language, 
therefore, and the two missionaries got along 
faster than the bishop or any of his associates 
had done elsewhere. But it took a great deal 
of hard work to prepare the land for farming 
and to erect the necessary buildings. For two 
months the bishop worked with hosand saw 
and axe and hammer from six to eight hours a 
day, six days in the week, and not only re- 
tained the ficsh he had added during his trip 
to England, but grew stronger and healthier. 
And fever-stricken Benoit became as sturdy as 
an ox. They obtained a grant of one thousand 
acres fromthe government anda portion of 
this was thoroughly digged over and planted 
with coffee, corn, sweet potatoes, Cassava, yams 
end the like. Another portion was planted 
with sugar and ginger and other producis that 
may make matter for export. For the bishop 
encovrages his missionaries to dip into trade, 
not only tohelp them in becoming self-sup- 
porting, but that they may teach the natives 
eventually to do the same thing 
well and successfully. Bishop Taylor is 
a firm believer in the progress of industrial 
and religious education side by side. Beside 
the cultivating and planting doae by the 
bishop and Mr. Benoit, at Mamba, they cut 
down trees, hewed timber, worked a pit-saw, 
érove nails and did everything elee necessary 
to the construction of a house, They attempt- 
ed to employ natives on the field work, bat 
finding that they were incompetent discharged 
them after a day or two. On Sundays they 
held religious services and preached. Benoit 
was left in charge of the Mamba station when 
the bishop went down to Mayumba to meet his 
new missionaries. He went on board with 
them, they were twenty in number, and 
proceeded to the mouth of the Congo, 
Just north of the steamor’s destination 
is the town Kabinda, where astop of several 
days wasmade. The missionaries got oif there 
and were zezlous to establish a station on the 
spot atonce. It is in Portuguese territory and 
no difficulty was expcriencedin getting the 
desired land/grant. ‘Rev. J. L. Judson, a col- 
ored man, was leftin charge with two others 
for assistants, It isa very populous country, 
several hundred thousand people living within 
a radius of fifteen miles of Kabinda. 

Bishop Taylor selected ten missionaries, in- 
cluding one woman, Mra, Roxy Elkins, to go 
with him up the Congo and begin the new line 
of stations. They were taken from Kabinda to 
Bananain the English steamer by which they 
had come from London. Banana is an import- 
ant port at the very mouth of the Congo. Dar- 
ing his European trip the bishop visited 
Belgium, whose king, Leopold II, isthe head of 
the Congo free state government, and had ob- 
tained from him letters authorizing the offi- 
cials at Banana to transport the party of mis- 
sionaries up the Congo to Matadi, a distance of 
about one hundred miles. Although the Con- 
go is navigable over almost its entire longth 
the exception occurs near its mouth. After 
following for many hundreds of miles through 
Central Africa it comes to the chain of moun- 
tains that extend around the coast of nearly 
the whole continent, and from Stanley Pool to 
a short distance above Matadi there is a succes 
sion of impassable rapids. Itis the design of 
Stanley and the other Congo Free state paople 
to build a railroad aJong the banks of the river 
from the pool. It is at present the chief ob- 
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traders been detained at Matai for six months 
wai ing to secure carriers for loss than one- 
tenth ag much matter. The bishop prompily 
gave up his idea of keeping the party together, 
and decided to go ahead as he had done in 
Argols, with one or two companions. He 
chose James C. Teter and Bradley L. Burr for 
this purpore. While they were making prepa- 
rations for the start a chief of the trive tat 
lived some distance in the interior called ai the 
camp and made the bishop’s acquaiatance. He 
promised to go along with the advance pariy 
until his district should be reached, whm Le 
would select fifty men of his tride and go 
back to Matadi and take a3 much of the party 
and ite baggage as they could. Tae of:r 
was gladly accepted and tie bishop ses out 
trusting to pick up still more carriers oa the 
way. They set out early on a Monday morn: 
ing accompanied by the chief and abou a 
dozen carriers. The path was almost contiau- 
ously in sight of the Congoand led through 
mountain scenery unsurpassed anywhere ia 
the world. They had mot gone many miles 
before they came toa stream that flowed di- 
rectly across their way. The natives at oace 
prepsred to carry the w men acro3s, bat 
the bishop surprised them by takiaog off part 
of his clothes and wading across without as- 
sistance, and his companion3, Teter and Barr, 
fcliowed his example. The carriers were ia- 
clired to protest. It seemed benesth the dig- 
nity of a white man to wade when he might 
be carried, And later in the same day they 
came to a larger and deeper stream, over 
which no bridge had been made. Here the 
natives surely thought that the old whits man 
would require assistance, bat without waiting 
to be asked the bishop stripped, gave his gar- 
ments toa carrier ani plungedin. He swam 
across in spite of the strong current without 
difficulty to the marvel and delight of the 
Afiicans who are expu:t swimmers, Theb'shoo 
kept up this sort ef exercise thronghont the 
journey and there Were many oppotunities for 
it, for the mountain country abounds in r.vers. 
Here and there a repe bridges has been thrown 
across, but such is not often the case. 

When they reached the tribe of the chief 
who accompanied them he impressed a bani of 
men into the carrying service, as he promised 
to do, and went back with them to Matadi. 
And at Lukunga, distant about midway boe- 
tween Matadi and the pool, the bishop sec 1red 
forty more carriers and a captain and ssut 
them back to brisg on the rest oa the mission- 
aries and their goods. Hethusexoscted tat 
the last detachment of his frienda woald not 
be more than teu days bebind himin arriving 
at iiimpors * ~leca atthe eastera coraer of 
the pool, where the government had granted 
him a tract of land and a building. 

A few miles out of Lukunga the bishop saw 
one of the strangest occurences that had yot 
transpired in his presence in Africa, As he 
and his party were decending a mountain thoy 
saw that there was a village below them, a 
market place surrounded with alarge number 
of houses, Itseemed a3 if all the village peo- 
ple and many othera from the surrounding 
country had gathered in ths market place. 
The bishop’s first immpression was that somo 
kind of a fair or general trading was in pro- 
gres3, but as he came nearer he saw ths evant 
was not commercial. From his clevated 
point of view he could see that several natives 
were at work digging holes in the ceutre of 
the market place. The attention of 
the crowd seemed to be divided 
between the hole, and something else that nei- 
ther the bishop nor his companions could dis- 
tinguieh. The natives carriers said that it 
looked as if there was to be a public execution, 
whereupon Mr. Teter tried to see the gallows 
and failed. An execution it proved to be, how: 
ever, but without a scaffold, The native Afci- 
cans have a much more horrible form of judi- 
cial murder than hanging. The bishopandh's 
party arrived at tho market placojast as the 
tragedy was consummated, They learned the 
story of the crime that led to it, which briefly 
was the following: 

Two or three weeks before the bishop's ar- 
rival a man had died in the vil age, and as is 
frequently the case the medicine min had 
Leen summoned to declare what or rather who 
had bern the cause of it, The doctor, after the 
veusl cemonstrations, oracular utterancss, 
frenzied dancing and other tomfoolery, had 
pinned the responsibility for the death upon a 
captain of thetribe. The truth undoubtedly 
was that this captain had done something to 
offend the doctor, who took this way of getting 
even. The captain was brought before the 
king ard charged with the crime of bewitch- 
ing the deceased. Hedenied the charge ard 
was then ordered to drinkacupof akind of 
tea mecde from the sasiwood tree. It is deadly 
poiecnous mixture, The medicine men tell 
the kirg that if a mam who is gailty drinks of 
it, he will die, but an innoceut man will not 
be harmed. W hoover driaks, of 
course, diss immediately in terrible 
sgony, and the prestige of the doctor is height- 
encd accordingly. The captain, in this in- 
stance, refused to drink the tea. He was sent 
away fromthe king’s presence for a day or 
two pending further consideration of the caso, 
but that very night he was shot by an unknown 
man in his house. After six days of suffering 
the captain died. Huis friends basought the 
representative of the free state government to 
interfere, but he hesitated. He was new to 
his position and dared not take very decided 
meesures, So the king of the trive bestirred 
himse f. The dead captain had boen a favorite 
of nis, avd the accusation of the doctor had 
distuit<d his majesty. Now that the captain 
had been murdered, he determinei to punish 
the cximinal, A man was arrested and tried 
for the crime and found guilty. He was, of 
course, condemned to death. 

When the bisnop arrived the hole in the 
market place been completed. It was s>me- 
what large and deeper than an ordinary grave. 
The object that had attracted the attention of 
part ofthe crowd was the condemned man 
himeelf. He sat on the ground with his hands 
tied behind his back. Seven feetin front of 
him was @ young tree that had been bent over 
toward him. The top of the tree had been cat 
away so thata fork made by two main branches 
remained on the slender trunk. The con- 
demned man’s neck was put in this fork and 
the ends of the lines were made fast behind his 
head. The tension of the tree Kept a constant 
strain on his throat, not enough to strangle 
him, but enough to bepainful and to prevent 
him from making any motion. He had boen 
sitting thus for hours watching the 
preparations for his execution and 
enduring t) gaze of hundreds 
of the villagers. Not far away tho king, 
dressed ina gorgeously colored robe, sat sa- 
perintending the operations. The work pro- 
gressed in due order, but without the ceremo- 
nious solemnity that characterizes an execa- 
tion in Christian countries. The king gave 
his instructions when he chose to interfere toa 
subordinate, who transferrei them to the cap- 
tain in charge of the workers at the hole. 
When the diggers climbed out and laid aside 
their shovels there was a slight pause, and the 
crowd gathered closer to the excavation. Pres- 
ently the king uttered a command ina loud 
voice, and several subordinates actually began 
the work of execution. They first cut off the 
tree in front of the captive’s neck, leaviag the 
prongs of the fork still tied abouthim. He 
was led to the hole and ordered into 
Up to this time he had preserved & 
stoical expression, but at that moment 
he weakened and trembled, He cast a 
piteous glance toward the king and looked all 
around him wildly, one of the execationers 
hastened matters by pushing him into the 
hole, He fell ina heap on the bottom and 
three men went in after him. They placed 
him on his feet and while one held him steady 
the others began to pack dirt about his fest. 
The workmen left on the brink of the hole 
carefolly shoveled the earth that had been 
dug u ck again, and the men inside con- 
tinued the packing process. The victim 
writhed and screamed terribly asthe work 
proceeded and s gag was insertedzin his mouth 
to still his cries. The people with morbid 
curiosity crowded to the edge of the hole even 
to the point of interfering with the workmen

Then they got out and the filling in continued 
more rapidly and others helped in the stamp- 
ing. The hole was originally so deep that the 
victim’s head was more than a foot below the

thrown back and the barial was complete the 
reason for their cwtion became appsrent. 
A workman came forward witha long, h 
wood pole sharpened and tipped with iron at 
one end, This was insertei into the ground 
directly over the victim’s head. A movabie 
latform was produced and men standing on it 

gan to pound the pole down into the ground. 
The horrible object of this was to transfix the 
victim through the length of his body. Tae 
pounding was contiaued with mallets until the 
entire len of the pole had been driven into 
the ground. Then the implements that had 
been used were taken away and the crowd 
slowly dispersed. 

Much depressed by this lagubrious spectacle 
the bishop and his companions resumed their 
journey to Stanley pool.

He wants the man 
whom he shall select to be a democrat who 
will last for fifteen years or more after he has re- 
tired from the presidential! office.

Those wko are enjoying the benefits fand 
reaping the results that have been brought 
about by the improvement and exp insion of 
the city can have no objection—no reason- 
able objection—to the extension of the cor- 
poration lines, Atlanta must have elbow 
room, 


A City of the Future, 

Many things that have been written con- 
cerning the Alabama city of Sheffield ap- 
pear fabulous to the average reader, but 
anyone who will take the trouble to inves- 
tigate will find the real advantages of this 
thriving little place are almost as wonderful 
as the facts claimed by those who have 
been charged with an attempt to boom the 
town for speculation. Its growth has been 
wonderfal, and it has not been a fruitless 
boom for speculation alone. 

In the first place, the natural advantages 
for a large city cannot be exaggerated by 
comparison with other localities in the south 
and west. The surrounding country is 
healthy. It is at the heed of navigation on 
the Tennessee river; it is surronuded by the 
most fertile region in the south; is eqaal in 
its products, so far as value is concerned, to 
any in the world. The mineral resources in 
easy reach are inexhaustible, and being rap- 
idly developed. ‘These points alone make 
it certain to be a great trade and manufac- 
turing center. 

There is more reason to look ‘for a large 
city than there was in the case of Cincinnati 
forty years ago. It has all the advantages 
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fact that shrewd men have located immense 
iron furnaces there, involving the expendi- 
ture of millions of dollars, is one of the re- 
sults of these natural ad vantages. 

One thing is needed,.and that is the com- 
p'etion of connecting lines with the grand 
trunk Jines running through the south. 
These will come in the near fature. The 
Sheffeld and Birmingham railroad will be 
finished by November next. The Louisville 
and Nashvillo is pushing a branch line from 
Columbia, Tennessee, via Florence, to Shef- 
field, and expects to bave cars running by 
the first of Jannary next. The Memphis 
and Charleston road has already diverted its 
line to take in Sheffield, and is delivering 
large quantities of freight for the fine big 
iron furnaces in course of construction there. 

When these lines are all built, with others 
of no less importance that are almost a cer-

These are plain statements of facts that can 
be verified by any man who will investigate 
the surroundings, and study the history ofthe 
growth of other great cities in the west, and 
more especially the cities of the great Mis- 
sissippi valley, a region of country of as 
much importance to the United States as 
ever the region of the Nile was to Egypt.

It is 
the relief of worthy actors and actresses who 
are broken down in health or stranded by 
fortune, and thus left to the cold mercies of 
the world. The cultivation of this senti- 
ment of brotherly sympathy is highly cred- 
itable to the actors of this country. 

A movement similar to the actors fund 
has been undertaken by the newspaper men 
of New York. Next Sunday afternoon the 
press plot and monument at Cypress Hill’s 
cemetery is to be dedicated. This spot will 
be set apart as the burial place of newspaper 
men. ‘Those who fall in the ranks will be 
cared for by their more fortunate survivors, 
and when they pass away wiil be laid to 
rest bereath the monument which has been 
erected to preserve the memory of the dead 
and to atteat the ties of fellowship which 
bind together men engaged in newspaper 
work, 

There is some similarity between the lives 
of actors and. of the great majority of news- 
paper men. A close sympathy exists be- 
tween the two professions. It is honorable 
to both that they are organizing institutions 
to help each other over the rough places in 
life, and to care with proper decency and 
respect for their comrades who fall in the 
fight. 


Four New Banks for Atlanta. 

A few days ago THE CONSTITUTION showed 
what Atlanta had done in railroad bailding 
during the pending revival in business—a 
record not surpassed by any city in the 
state.

The Capital City land com- 
pany will open a bank as soon as it can get 
a building, and will start with a capital of 
four hundred thousand dollars. The Atlanta 
Banking and Insurance company will open 
a bank probably in the same bnilding with 
the Traders’ bank with a capital of two huu- 
dred thousand dollars, Here wehave four 
banks with an aggregate capital of a million 
dollars which Atlanta shows as her growth 
in this direction during the boom. Can 
avy city beat it? The two banks first named 
will bring a large amount of capital to At- 
lanta. There are behind them wealthy men 
of the north and west whose capital stock 
subscribed to the company is but a fraction 
of the funds they hope to pat ont at legiti- 
mate profit here. 

So it is with Atlanta in whatever depart- 
ment the test is made, it is found that with- 
out making much fass Atlanta has besn 
keeping pace with the tremendous develop- 
ment in southern resources.

How Well Atiavta Patronizes the Schools 
and Colleges of the State. 


Atlanta has already erjoyed two or three 
school celebrations that partake of the nature of 
miniature commencements. Before another month 
comes and goes every school and institate in the 
city will have turned loose its pupils and have 
closed its dcors only to be reopened next Septem- 
ber. 

There is no city in Georgia that gives as gener- 
ous a support to the various high colleges and uni- 
versities as the city of Atlanta. Every institution 
of learning in the state that makes any pretensious 
has upon its roll the names of many Atlanta repre- 
sentatives. Overin Athens there are more Atlanta 
boys in the university than from any other Georgia 
city or any other city. In fact, Atlanta sends more 
studentsiothe university than any three cities 
combined. This is not a fact characteristic of the 
present year, but it has been true for many years. 
There was a time when Augusta gave a more gen- 
erous patronage to the university, but Augusta bas 
dropped far behind in the matter. 

It is the same way with the Methodist college at 
Oxford; Atlanta boys are more numerous than the 
students from any other place. It has been the 
rule almost without excsption. Mercer is the only 
educational institution of high grade in the state 
that bas not received this excessive patronage, 80 
tospeak. There is no reason why it should not be 
true of Mercer, and it may be a characteristic this 
session; no positive assertion is made,for the reason 
that no information has been received from the 
college of the great Bapiist denomination of Geor- 
gia. 

Whatis tue of the male ins‘itutions holds with 
equal force in regard to the female seminaries. 

Atlanta giris form a large portion of the boar¢- 
ing pupils of rearly every female school in Geor- 
gia thatis conducted upon a broad aud liberal 
basis. The seminaries on the West Point road, at 
Newnan end LaGrange, have generous patronage 
from this city. Thefemale schools in other por- 
tions of the state, at Macon, at Gainesville and oth- 
er p/aces, aud the many institutions under Catho- 
lic control and direction, are well filled by frésh 
looking, attractive Atlanta girls. Over at Athens, 
the Lucy Cobb institute, the famous female semi- 
nary there, is well nigh overrun with Atlanta girls, 
the daughters of some of the city’s most influential 
snd prominent people. Their standing las always 
reflected credit upon the city, and a man from 
Athens told me the other day that ia the university 
and at the institute Atlanta’s representatives were 
always among the foremost in obtainiag the honors 
and rewards, 
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“Tt speaks well for a city,’ said a well kuown 
lawyer yesterday, “when its young people are 
given the advantages of higher education. It evi- 
dently shows several things that are maiters of 
mutual congratulation. In the first place, a family 
must be prosperous when it can maintain ason 
and a couple of daughters at high priced and ex- 
pensive schools away from home. When there are 
& great many people from one place at an expensive 
institution, it shows that there are very many 
prosperous families in that community. It speaks 
well and augurs well for the future success of the 
professions in a city whose representatives of ad- 
vanced educational institutions are numerous, A 
college-bred man in the majority of cases becomes 
a professional man. If he Goes, he hasa great ad- 
vantage over his opponent of equal mental ability, 
but lacking university training. High education 
directly tends to elevate and smooth the inter- 
course between professional men. In the case of 
the merchant and the banker, the college-bred 
man has an immense advantage over the man 
whose school ‘raining wasconfined tothsgrammar 
school, 

“One may ask in what way that advantage is 
manifested, 

“It is shown in so many ways thatit is difficult 
to instance a practical case. We all know that the 
stock in trede of many a business man,aad the 
investment that pays him the most generous re- 
turn is the college education obtained during the 
transition pericd between boyhood and manhood. 
The banker who refuses to negotiate a loan in the 
polite, suave way that many®business men convey 
the dreadful refusal is less likely to injure his pop- 
ularity than the gruff, brusque fellow whose sole 
ciaim upon success has been a kiad of God-given 
capacity for making money in spite of a thousand 
drawbacks. 

“It isa common thing to hearthe remark that 
self-made men deserve more credit fortheir suc- 
cess than others who began life under more favor- 
able circumstances. It ought tobe remembered 
that the self-made man was born with a faculty 
for accumulating money—that he can no more re- 
frain from driving a close bargain than he can re- 
frain from keeping his money when itis made. 
He starts witha tremendous advantage over him 
who iscommonly regarded as the more fortunate 
ofthe two. Did you ever think what would be the 
end of the self-made man had he been educated? 
Itis interesting to consider the supposed effect 
education would have had upon him. 

“It would have toned down his angularities; it 
would have made him suave and polite insteai of 
brusque and dogmatic. It would have developed 
his finer sensibilities, and would haye— 

‘Have done what?’’ 

‘Would have taken from that man the very 
quality, characteristic, or what you may call it, 
that mace hima success in the business wold, 
Self-made mn are great men, useful men, and 
progressive, jive, strong men, and deserve credit 
for what they have done; but we make a great mis- 
take in saying they deserve more credit than the 
man who began life with something more than his 
Strong phjsical frame. It is the element of charac- 
ter that the more fortunate man lacks that makes 
the self-made man successful, Start the fortu- 
Date man out, and let him be gifted with the char- 
acterisiics of the self-made man, and he will lift 
great mouniaius by the mere ‘ouch of his finger,”’ 


“And theonly difference between a se'f-made 
man and the man who begins life under more fayor- 
able circumstances, isin the matier of education, 
One has what the other lacks. 

“Our city has many self-made men within its 

imits, and they have builded up on these red 

hills a great and prosperous city—a monument to 
their pluck, their indomitable: will, and uaremit- 
ting perseverance, that will last forever. 

‘But Atlanta will not have many more self-made 
men. The generation that is coming cn that will 
take the place of the strong men who now control 
the marts and shape the business of the city,cannot 
be regarded as self-made men. They will start life 
with every conceivable advantage; they will be- 
gin with high education, with thoughts and minds 
strengthened and broadened by extended travel 
and wide observyation—with the advantages that 
the combined experiences of many self-made 
parents will hand down to them. 

“It requires no prophetic key to tell what the end 
will be, when the self-made men will have passed 
away. A young girl,the other night at the Atlanta 
Female institute, in her commencement essay, 
talked about the matter, and she seemed to be pos- 
itive that in aj] the essentials of truly grand civili- 
zation, the world was yet young; and the picture 
she drew of the city a half century hence was in 
al) probability the true picture. And according to 
her,Atlanta was yet an infantin swaddling clothes 
in the progress she was yet to make and the great- 
ness she was yet to attain.”

THE PRESIDENT OF THB ATLANTA 

UNIVERSITY TALKS. 

TORRE ee et Ee ee NR a VS 

{ntervicws With Professors Chase and Burnstead — 

Ho Objrotion Made to Stating Face, But Iadi- 
vidual"Views Declined to Be Stated— How 
the University Stands Financially. 


The publication of the extract from the re- 
port of the board of visitors upon the condi- 
tion of the Atlanta university excited consider- 
able comment in the city yesterday, and a 
general desire was expressed to hear the 
¢fficial head of the university upon the mat- 
ter. The facts upon which the board based 
their criticism were expressed in such a vague 
manner, that it was generally supposed by 
the people, that there was cither something 
more behind the scenes or that a kind of a 
— bad been constructed of a mole 

A CONSTITUTION reporter abont noon yaa- 
terday took a cab, and drove to the Atlanta 
university, situated in the western portion of 
the city. Arriving there his card was sent 
up to Profeseor Thomas N. Chase, whom the 
city directory named as the president of the 
university. Professor Chase quickly made 
his sppearance, and politely asked the news- 
peper man to take a seat. Making known 
hig mission, the reportet said to Professor 
Chase that THE CONSTITUTION would be glad 
to hear any views ho cared to express in ex- 
pianation of the matter, about which the 
board of visitors reported. The professor 
e2id that there was no explanation to make, 

“It is true then that there are white pupils 
in attendance at the university?” 

“Certainly,” said the Professor, there aro 
seven white pupils, and they have beon in at- 
tendance for some years.” 

“It is not anew thing?” queried the reporter. 

“Certainly, not.” 

“Are these seven people, all children of the 
various members of the facualty?’’ 

“No; there are tix who belong to the pro- 
fercors and one outside. The one ontside is 
the thirteen-year-old son of Rey. Mr. Kont, 
the pastor of the colored Congregational church, 
These pupils sitin the same recitation rooms 
with tho other pupils, and receive the same 
instruction. Thercis no special course pre- 
pared for them, and no unusual advantages 
offered for their benefit.” 

“Do they eompete with the colored pupils 
for the honors.” 

The Atlanta university has no honors’ 
effers no medals, and does not seck to esta>- 
lish any manner of uniform rank among the 
scholars.” ’ 

“Are there any female white pupils?” 

“Only one, the daughter of the !ate Professor 
Ware, who was for so longa time, the presi- 
dent of tho university.” 

“Professor, what publications ara those to 
which the board refered, in which the authors 
songht todo away with existing social bar- 
riers.” 

i do not know, I have never written any- 
thing onthe subject, and am carious to know 
what publications are meant.” The professor 
was asked if he cared to say anythicg about 
the matter. Hoe replied that he was no longer 
president, that he had refused to serve longer 
than one year, and in as much as he 
was not the official head of the 
college, he thought it wonld 
not be becoming in him 
to say anything aboutit. As for his own in- 
cividnal utterances, they were of no public 
momert, and as the question was a very broad 
and a very momentous one, he did not care to 
be reported in the public newspapers. Ifthe 
occasion arrived when his views were necessa- 
ry, he would prefer to write them out, so that 
they would be truly and exactiy what he be- 
lieved about the matter. The official head of 
the cellege was at present, Professor Bumstead, 
and to him the application must be made for 
the views aud purposes. Professor Chase was 
Po site and eourteous, while he accorded all in- 
quiry as to facts with cheerfulness, ho respact- 
fully and flimly declined to commit himself 
to avy interview which sougnt to lay his 
ovn individual views before the public 
He kindly directed the reporter to tho resi- 
céexce of Prefersor Bumstead, the acting chan- 
cellor, or president, of the Atlanta university. 
Professor Bumstead lives in a cosy, new-style 
houre acrogs the road from the university 
buildings. He answered the door-bell in per- 
gon, and invited the reporter into his library, 
a conmfortable-looking room, evidently tho 
howe of a student and a scholar. 

The professor is of medium height, somewhat 
stout, wearsa beard, and has an invelligent, 
pleasant countenance. 

Profersor Bumstead, in answer to the ques- 
tions of the reporter, said, substantially, the 
following: 

“TI am acting president of the university, but 
have no anthority to speak for the institution 
in this matter. No conference of the officers 
has been held, and no line of policy haz been 
yrepared. Weare in the position of being at- 
tacked in the pnblic prints by the board of vis- 
itore, and must of course act upon 
the defensive. I do not care 
to ssy anything that is aggressive, and 
must decline to answer any question, save as 
to a question of fact. It is true there are 
white students being taught in the university, 
they are taught in the same rooms with the 
eclored pupils and receive identically the same 
instruction. These pupils belong with one 
exception to the families of the faculty, and 
this is not the first year by any means that 
they have been receiving instruction here. 
Ever since these children have been old 
enough to go to school they have received the 
benefit of the instruction here.” 

“T am the author of several publications 
upon the subject of the coeducation of the 
races, and perhaps these are the publications 
which are referred to by the board. I must 
decline to furnish you with a copy of theso 
pamphlets. and you must excuse me if I with 
bold the titles of the pamphlets. You under- 
stand me, I donot wishto embarrass the au- 
thorities of the university by any expression 
of my individual opinion.” 

“Has the university any source of income 
beside the $8,000 furnished by the state?” 

‘Certainly; this year we will have, perhaps, 
twenty-five thousand dollars in addition, The 
sources from which this amount is obtained 
are about as follows: From the payment of 
pupils, only pupils appointed by members of 
the legislature being received free; from’ the 
American Missionary society, $2,000; from 
Slater fund, $1,400; scholarship funds, $1,000; 
income of farm $2,000; board of teachara, 
$2 000; various other sourcer, including diract 
donations from northern individuals, churches, 
Sunday-shcools, etc., $7,000; in fact, from all 
gcurces, we getabout $25,000.” 

“Then, if the legislature was to withdraw 
the sppropriation it would not hurt you?” 

“Yes, it would cripple us; we would have 
to retrench ard reform, cnt down expenses 60 
as to come within the limit. of our finances. 
But, why should the appropriation be with- 
drawn; we are not conscious of having vio 
lated any eractment upon which the appropri- 
ation is based. And I must say, that we are 
perfectly fearless in the matter, and have no 
fesr of an investigation.” 

“Professor, do the white pupils and colored 
pupils meet upon a plane of social equality in 
their games and amusements?” 

“JT must decline to answer the question, It 
is not, I think, germain to the interview. I 
have not refused to give you any facts con- 
nected with the university. You must, there- 
fore, «excuse my taying any more, I think the 
agitation of the matter is unfortunate and pre- 
mature, and I must decline to say anything 
more. Of course if the legislature sees fit to 
appoint a committee to investigate the matter, 
it will be my duty to answer all questions put 
to me, but, until that committee is appointed, 
it is best that I remain silent.”

Directed to reply as follows: Report in 
JHE CONSTITUTION is an error as to the action of 
essociation. It did not originate with Captain 
Gay, but was in report of a committee of which he 
was not amember. Captain Gay only offered an 
e#mencmentto the report, changing the language 
but not the purport, which was not to deny any 
stock company the rights secured by charter to de- 
clare dividends, but to st cure fair and equal rights 
to all companies competing for the business at 
equal rates with equal advantages in granting divi- 
dends or rebates, by whatever name called.

FALL. 


FOR 


A Lardrcepe Gardener Laying Off the Grounds ts 
B.eutifal Welks and Drives—Work on the 
Mein Buildirg to Commence Tomorrow 
~Bxhibite for the Art Gallery. 


Things are booming at Piedmont park. 

The work has progressed with great rapidity 
dvring the week, the forcein every depart: 
ment being strengthened constantly. Mr. Jo: 
seph Forsyth Johnson, the English landscape 
engineer, went out with President Kingsborry 
Friday morning, at four o’clock, and began 
worg ona plan for beautifying the grounds. 
For the present summer the main work will 
be massed‘on a plat of about ten acres surround- 
ing the club, which will be made as exquisite 
and beautiful ata garden. Every foot of it 
will be done in flowers or grass. The maio 
work will be done on this for the summer, bat 
drive-ways will be made through the entire 
property of two hundred a:res, giving about 
ten miles of drives. Many roads are already 
cnt, and others need but little work. Mr. 
Johnson is enthusiastic over the natural ad- 
vantages of Piedmont park and promises to 


farnish a plan that will make it second to no 
park in the country. Mr. Peck, superintend- 
ent of buildings, will begin to frame tie main 
building tomorrow merning. The timbers are 
all cut and ready for joining andin ten days 
the entire frame work will be up. 
THE ART GALLERY AND AGRICULTURAL AND 
MECHANICAL HALL. 

It has been decided to have the art gallery 
in the second story of the main building, in- 
stead of building a separate art gallery as de- 
signed at first. Mr. Normann de- 
signed the main building with a 
view of using part of the second 
story as an art gallery, and it is admirably 
adapted. Thetwo extra buildings therefore 
will be the agricultural building, about 380 by 
1€0 feet, and machinery hall about.the same 
size. President Kingsberry on yesterday 
accepted the plan for the grand stand and 
work will be begunonitatonce. Itis about 
five hundred feet long and will seat 10,000 
people. Itis raised toa second story in the 
center, the second story of the verandas 
being cut off for the use of the members of 
the club and their families.

He had a ter- 
rible cougb, with copio1:* purulent expoactora- 
tion, .night sweats and other symptoms of
